been planted in 1046. A century and a 
quarter later the ions of liberty held 
meetings undui- its branches, and in 
the days preceding the outbreak of the 
revolution tl"i ground on which itstood 
was a plnco of assembly for tho men 
who conspired to throw off the British 
yoke. In 1773 an unti-tea party wai 
held beneath it, and it bceiune so obnox- 
ious to the British that in 1775 it was 
out down by a det.ichmont of soldiers of 
the invading army, one of whom was 
killed. 


The yoot Pope had sent to him from 


Smyrna a drum of figs. In it wn» a 
•mull twig, which he stuck in the 
ground near Twickenham villa. 
It 


took root und grew vapidly and was 
the admiration of himself 
and his 


friends, and it proved to bo the Salis 
Babylonica, or weeping willow, and It 
•was the parent of nil its kind in Eng- 
land and America. A British officer who 
oamo to this country in 1775 brought 
•with him, wrapped in oiled silk, a twig 
from Pope's willow, intending to plant 
it himself in American Boil. The young 
ofucev became acquainted with Custis, 
Washington's stepson, and ho gave him 
the willow twig. Custia planted it at 
Abiugdon, in Virginia, where it grew 
vigorously. 
In 1790 General Gatoa 


broiiKht from Abingdon a shoot of the 
Custis willow and planted it at the 
entrance gate to his estate on Manhat- 
tan Island", and it was known as Gates' 
weeping willow. 


The charter oak of Hartford, Conn., 


was estimated to be about six hundred 
years old when Hooker laid the founda- 
tion for a commonwealth there. 
It 


was ut one time known us Wyllys's 
tree, as it stood in front of tho house 
occupied by Hon. Samuel Wyllys. 
It 


measured twenty-nix feet in circum- 
ference a foot from the ground. The 
cavity iu which the charter was placed 
on the night ot October 81, 1687, was 
near tho root and 1 irgo enough to ad- 
mit a child. Thu cavity gradually be- 
came smaller, until it would scarcely 
admit a hand. The oak was prostrated 
in Aflgust, 
1854, and nearly every 


particlo of it was worked into some 
pleasing form and 
cherished as n 


memento of a singular incident in co- 
lonial history. 


T.io treaty tree was a large elm 


which stood on tho banks of thu Dela- 
ware river, near what it now known as 
Kensington precinct, 1'hiladelphia. It 
was under this tiee that William 1'cnn 
formed hii ticaty with the Indians in 
1682. Vollairo said "it was tho only 
treaty between these nations and the 
Christian^ which was never sworn to 
and never hi oken." The tree then be- 
cumo nn object of interest and venera- 
tion, and when IViiii contemplated 
making his perm ineut home in Penn- 
BylvnuTa ho tried to purchase the land 
near tliu tree, considering it one ol 
the finest situation-, on the river. 
The 


tree was long protected with care, but 
win at last blown down in a gale on 
March 3, 1810. 
It w:i-> found to be 283 


jxtrs old, and its trunk measured 
twenty-three feet in 
circumference.

to'market. If one thousand men would undertake to haul it all to 
and could haul throe loads per day, forty bushels to the load, it would take 
them 11,OUO days or over thirty years to market this single year's crop. It it 
was loaded in wagons and these started in procession, allowing thirty feet 
for each wagon, team and intervening space, the line would be 187,501) miles 
long or would reach seven and cue-half times round the world. 
If the wag- 


ons were placed with a frontage of one mile (allowing ten feet for each wag- 
on and intervening space), the column would extend for orer 356 mUes or it 
would he a solid phalanx of loads of corn 528 wagons abreast and t>46W 
wagons deep. Suppose it is loaded into freight cais, 600 bnsnela to the car, 
and if each car is f01 l,y feet long, it would take 2,640,000 cars to hold it, or a 
continuous train 2U,OUO miles long, or about four-tilths of the distance round 
the world; it would require nearly six continuous freight trains from San 
Francisco to New York—from the Atlantic to the Pacific—to transport it
